Tokyo, Sept. 23—(Bulletin)—The 


war department gives out a dispatch 
this afternoon stating tbat fights have 
taken place at Tieling- and Sanlangku, 
60 miles northeast of Liao Yang.

Sullivan, president of the Central Na- 
tional bank of Cleveland, was made 
receiver. The action was taken by 
heavy creditors upon the insistent de- 
mand upon the part of smaller cred- 
itors. 


The Arctic Manufacturing company 


of Cleveland, the product of which 
came from the Aultman works, was 
also placed in the hands of Ernest A. 
Pflueger ot^Akron as receiver. The 
order of Judge Wing authorizes the 
Aultman company to continue the op- 
eration of the plant without interrup- 
tion. 


The embarrassment of the Aultman 


company came through the embarrass- 
ment of a number of western houses 
who had taken over the season's prod- 
uct and paid for the same in their pa- 
per, and allowed that paper to go to 
protest. The affairs of the Aultman 
company are believed to be solvent. 
No figures are obtainable at present 
regarding the affairs of the Aultman 
company.-

Rome, Sept. 23.—A St. Petersburg 


dispatch to a news agency, which is 
not confirmed from any other source, 
asserts that an extraordinary meeting 
of a commission to consider the ques- 
tion of contraband was held and de- 
cided that coal, cotton and iron ma- 
terials should be declared contraband 
of war. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 23. —The au- 


thorities here are in possession of in- 
formation to the effect that the Jap- 
anese have begun an advance to- 
ward Mukden, moving slowly. 
Both 


official reports and press dispatches 
place Marquis Oyama's advance guard 
30 miles south of Mukden, while 
stories printed in the foreign press 
that a great battle at Mukden has al- 
ready begun are disproved by the act- 
ual developments at the scene of op- 
erations. There is no question in the 
minds of the Russian authorities of 
the importance of Mukden to the Jap- 
anese as a winter base. It is believed 
the Japanese will exert every effort to 
push out the Russians, but it is thought 
a serious struggle for the possession 
of the town is still some days distant. 
The Japanese probably will have to 
reckon first with a stubborn defense 
of the Fushiln mines, where the next 
Important fight is expected to .take 
place. 


Judging by present developments 


Marquis Oyama is giving up the idea 
of cutting General Kuropatkin's com- 
munication to the northward and con- 
tenting himself with advancing upon 
the Russian front and flank in such 
fashion as to force the evacuation of 
the two and compel the Russians to 
retreat farther north. The whole plan 
of the Japanese advance shows a con- 
siderable diffe^nce from the opera- 
tions at Liao Yang. At the same time 
it is possible the Japanese are again 
making 
undisclosed 
movements, as 


they have successfully done in the 
past. According to the best informa- 
tion Oyama has three armies concen- 
trated south and southeast of Mukden,
